Washington, March 15.—More than 
100 names were contained in the casu- 
alty list cabled the war department to- 
day by General Pershing, but only 62 
were made public tonight because of 
delays in’ checking. Although the list 
was the longest yet received from 
France in a single day, the number of 
men reported killed in action was com- 
paratively small.

The 62 names made public® were di- 
vided as follows:

his method of procedure is being 
followed by ‘every other state in the 
Union, and now that Georgia has the 
two departments of defense work fully 
organized, the one, the State Council 
of Defense, headed by the governor, 
and the other, the woman’s committee, 
headed by Mrs. Inman, the work of en- 
roliment can proceed without any fear 
of lost motion, duplicated effort or mis- 
understanding. 

The need for a larger nursing force 
in Georgia has been apparent for some 
time, despite the fact that Georgia has 
a fine record for the efficiency of her 
nurses. As pointed out by Miss Van 
de Vraede in her conference with the 
governor, and a subsequent conference 
with the Woman’s Committee of the 
Council of Defense, the recent call 
made by the United States military 
hospitals for 6,000 nurses for duty in 
the war zone in June, will necessarily 
deplete Georgia's forces and that of 
every other state. 

There is need already for a large 
force at home, for home hospitals and 
private nursing, and there is need for 
women sufficiently trained to act as 
nurses’ aids in hospitals, to do emer- 
gency nursing under trained direction, 
etc. Therefore, the need for Georgia 
to take stock of what she can count 
on in this direction and make record 
of the same. 


The government has worked out a 
plan for this taking of stock in this 
direction, and that plan has been trans- 
mitted to the governor and the coun- 
cils of defense. 


As the Woman’s Committee of the 
Council of National Defense includes 
all women’s organizations in all the 
states, those reporting tthheir activities 
through the heads of the state divisions, 
they will be called upon to co-operate 
in ‘creating an interest of the profes- 
sion of nursing, and in securing vol- 
unteers in the nursing service. 

It is obvious that there should be 
an authoritative medium through which 
these records be kept and the enroll- 
ment of the force in the state made, 
and that the governor has taken over 
the direction of the movement in Geor- 

ia and. will push it ¢hrough the State 
founcil of Defense and through the 
Georgia division, Woman’s Committee 
of the Council of National Defense, 
means the entire success of the move- 
ment.

LET IT “DIE A-BORNIN .. 

It has been stated that a resolution will 
be introduced in the city council] at an early 
date looking to a change in the present sys- 
tem under which the city tax assessors are 
elected, so that instead of these officials 
being elected by the council they would be 
. chosen at the ballot box. 

It is to be hoped that there is nothing in 
the report that any such a change in the 
fundamental law of the city is contemplated; 
and certainly there can be no grounds for 
apprehension that council will commit itself 
to any such folly. 

If there is any office within the entire 
range of the city administration that ought 
to be kept out of polities it is that of city 
tax assessor. 

A few months ago, when the National 
Tax association met in Atlanta, general sur- 
prise was expressed among the association’s 
membership that Atlanta elects its tax as- 
sessors every two years. In most cities these 
functionafies are chosen at very ‘long inter- 
vals, and. generally appointed—not: even be- 
-ing elected by council—on the theory that 
this office:should be kept just as far as pos- 
sible from politics. 

Such a change as that suggested would 
mean staggering loss in revenue to the city 
of.Atlanta. It would threaten bankruptcy! 

“%t is only human nature that tax as- 
sessors elected by popular vote, in order to 
strengthen themselves as much as possible 
in a political way, would involuntarily and 
without any evil intention, be largely guided 
by the influence of political appeal. Being 
only human, they would naturally — even 
though wholly unintentionally — permit -polit- 
ical hopes and political obligations to exert 
an insidious influence in the discharge of 
their duties: and upon the faithfulness and 
impartiality with which such duties are dis- 
charged the city must depend largely for its 
revenue. 

The popular election system under which 
to choose tax assessors never has been tried 
out anywhere that it has not proved a failure. 

Our present system is workihg well, and 
is good enough as it is; but if any change is 
to be made, instead of the-one proposed it 
should b@ made in the opposite direction. 
Instead of taking election of assessors out of 
council's hands and placing it essentially and 
directly intto 1 ward politics, it would be better 
to put their ‘appointment in the hands of the 
mayor, thus removing them as far as pos-| 
sible from. the domain of electioneering poli- 
tics. 

- The Constitution cannot believe that a 
aiiies of the sort suggested would be toler 
ated by council. The mere suggestion of it 
should be enough to insure its defeat; and

TFHE WAR ON THE RAT! 


Federal experts, in collaboration with mu- 
nicipal health and sanitation authorities, are 


about to launch an aggressive anti-rat cru- 
sade in Atlanta, and the result of the under- 
taking will be watched with interest. 

For some months the local women’s or- 
ganizations have been agitating the “rat 
question,” but seemed to make little head- 
way until Uncle Sam stepped in and de- 
Clared that the pestiferous and disease- 
spreading little rodent must be eradicated 
as a sanitation measure for the. protection 
of the health of the soldiers at Camp Gor- 
don and Fort McPherson, The city health 
and sanitation department naturally wel- 
comed the proffer of federal aid in such a 
sizeable task, and now it is the duty of every 
club, society, business organization and citi- 
zen to co-operate in making the campaign 
a complete success. 

There is no more filthy, disgusting, de- 


structive nor dangerous parasite on the face 


of the earth than the rat. It is ohe of the 
few species of mammal having not a single 
redeeming quality.

New Orleans, Seattle and other cities. where 
the bubonic plague menace compelled the 
most drastic action upon the part of the

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Never, perhaps, since the ‘outbreak of the 
world war, certainly at no moment since the 
United States entered it, has there been a 
greater need for clarity of statement and 
perception of the real issues.of the conflict. 
Before the present necessity all the other 
questions assume the 
problems. We are confronted today with one 
of the simplest and: most terrible of duties, 
world freedom is at stake and in the pres- 
ence of deadly peril it is time to postpone 
all discussion of the subsidiary issues, which 
are the ambitions chiefly legitimate, of the 
nations allied against Germany. 

After nearly four years of war the Ger- 


-_mans have erected a great empire, conquered 


by the sword, in which their will is supreme 
and in which, after the war, they mean 
to express their ideas, which are destruc- 
tive of all our western civilization. holds 
to and all our American democracy believes 
in. We are no longer compelled to go to 
Berndardi or Treitske to find examples of 
What the German idea means. We have 
spread before us in Belgium, in Poland. in 
Armenia, exactly what the German means 
to do and is doing. 

At the present moment millions of Bel- 
gians, Poles, Frenchmen, Serbs and other 
conquered races are living and working un- 
der conditions recalling the worst phases 
of African slavery. 
moved from their homes to slave camps, al! 
the rights of people, conquered or invaded, 
have been abolished. A million Armenians 
were last week turned over to the Turkish 
butcher, because they lay along the road 
of future German advance upon India. 

In dealing with conquered Russia and Ru- 
mania, the German has carved frontiers with 
the sword and without thought of the rights 
or the legitimnate aspirations of the people 
dwelling in the lands thus partitioned. ‘Every 
pretense of humanity and justice has been 
laid aside in these last days and the Ger- 
man, who sought the indorsement of the 
neutral and appealed to the sympathy of the 
world, three years ago, has deliberately and 
unhesitatingly flouted all public sentimént. 

The German Purpose. 

The naked and unvarnished German pur: 
pose is to dominate the world and to-.achieve 
supremacy he is sacrificing the lives of mil- 
lions of helpless human beings and recon- 
structing the frontiers of Europe and Asia 
in conformity with his own appetite and 
without the smallest regard for any of those 
doctrines which are, in our minds, funda- 
mental in all civilized nations. The meth- 
ods of the barbarians, who burst in upon 
decaying Rome are expressed in every de- 
tail; inthe later phases of German opefa- 
tions. 

It may not be possible for Germany, even 
if she makes a fortunate peace now, to 


hold all or most of whet she has conquered 


for any long period of time. But even this 
means that we shall make peace only to 
prepare for new struggles and that all man- 
kind, in battle with German methods and 
German brutality will, little by little, be 
driven, in self-defense, to adopt something 
of the German method and annex something 
of the German spirit. If barbarism is to 
prevail over civilization, thén the certain 
consequence will be to .weaken civilization 
everywhere. 
‘The Real Guestion. 

There is no longer ‘a question of’ Alsace- 
Lorraine or of the Trentino, there is no 
longet a question of Serbia :or of Belgium. 
These are but détails. The real question is 
whether the people of the United States, 
of France, of Britain, of Italy are to be

If German de- 
feat is. impossible, if the German can és- 
cape with his profit, if the man of Europe 
and of Asia, which he has drawn, can en- 
dure, then there is an end of all prospeet 
of world peace, of civilized -existence for a 
future: ds remote as it is possible to fathom. 
It is no longer the problem of estimating 
what we can do, it is a plain question‘ of. 
recognizing what - we must do. We have 


| come to the end of any discussion, just as | 
| the “city whose inhabitants saw a barbarian 


army approaching its gates Kad no choice 
but to defend itself, since the surrender 
meant a slavery and worse. 


The world has a better chance today 
against Willian’ II. than it had against Na- 
poleon at any time between Austerlitz and 
Leipzig, the German edifice is far less firmly 
established than the Napolionic, which crum- 
bled to dust and ashes in less than a-year, 
And now, at last our eyes are opened. If 
there was doubt before, if there was blind- 
ness, there can be none now. If there ever 
was a cause for which men could fight and 
would fight, the allied cause today is such, 
for all that America and France and Britain 
have meant in the world, mean to their own 
people and the world now, is in danger. As 
for peace, if we or our children are to know 
real peace again, it can only be through 
the destruction of the German edifice, which 
the German sword has constructed on the 
ruins of many free countries and cemented 
with blood of millions of its helpless vic- 
tims. 


For those who will not perceive the truth 
now, another’ Russian revelation awaits, if 
they succeed in staying the efforts of, those 
who, seemg the truth, would fight to the 
end, because only by fighting is there- es- 
cape from the supremacy of Germanism in 
the world.

He has within the past year been in 
France in the trenches, where he re- 
ceived the personal recommendation of 
General Pershing for his remarkable 
efficiency. 

The definite assignment of the gen- 
era] to the command of the Eighty-sec- 
ond division means that the war depart- 
ment will have recognized in a signal 
manner the high efficiency of the 
Camp Gordon division and has paid a! 
distinct compliment to Brigadier Gen- 
eral William B. Burnham, present 
commander of the camp. That General 
Burnham has conducted the affairs of 
the camp in a remarkably efficient man- 
ner and has made splendid progress in 
training is amply evidenced by the fact 
that the war department intends to 
place its most valuable official at the 
head of the Gordon troops. 

“Major General Morrison’s name is 
a by-word in the army for efficiency 
and ability,” etated one of the officers 
of Camp Gordon upon being question- 
ed regarding the reported coming of 
the distinguished official to the camp. 
“If he is assigned to the command of 
the Bighty~-second division, I do not 
hesitate to say that we will be one of 
the most highly efficient bodies of 
troops in America’s fighting forces. The 
assignment of the genera] to the com- 
mand of Camp Gordon will be a source 
of great pleasure to the entire camp, 
since it has been known for some time

Major General Eben Swift’s time for 
retirement will be reached on April 11 
and Camp Gordon is anxiously await- 
ing the actions of the war department 
regarding its final disposal of the pop- 
vlar original commander of the divi- 
sion.

Asks Macon Authorities 
To Publish and Post All 
Social Disease Victims 


Macon, Ga., March 15.—(Special.)—If 
the Macon city council adopts an ordi- 
mance which has been drawn up by Dr. 
Cc. L. Williams, of the public health 
service, this city will have taken a 
longer step in the fight against the 
social evil than any other city in the 
United States. The city’s anti-vice or- 
dinance is now one of the most drastic 
ever adopted, according to government 
health authorities, for under ite terms 


not only the women are accountable 
to the law, but all persons who aid or 
abet them also come within the scope 
of the act. 

The latest proposal of the public 
health service, however, g0es much 
further and is intended to put a check 
to the spread of loathsome diseases 
contracted through immorality. The 
ordinance proposed by Dr. Williams 
brings venereal disease under the 
same heading as other contagious dis- 
eases and permits the authorities to 
deal with them in a stringent manner. 

Under its terms when a person is 
treated by a physician for a venereal 
disease, the fact is to be reported to 
the city health authorities, who once 
each month would publish in the local 
newspapers a list of the names of the 
afflicted persons, giving the nature of 
the disease. The publicity would not 
stop there, however, for it is proposed 
that a card also giving the name of 
the disease be tacked on the residence 
of the victim, as is now in cases of 
scarlet fever, measles, smallpox, menin-- 
gitis and other cases of contagion. 

Dr. Williams has taken the matter 
up with individual members of coun- 
cil, but has not yet formally intro- 
duced the ordinance, though it is in 
the hands of the proper committee. 
Some of the aldermen who have seen 
the ordinance are said to disapprove 
of it on the ground that it is entirely 
too drastic They are said to take 


the position that the shame and mortifi- 


cation that would be brought to inno- 
cent members of families of afflicted 
persons would result in too much suf- 
fering and might lead to serious conse- 
quences.

WILSON’S. MESSAGE 
PROVED FUTILE, 


Washington, March 15.—The decision 
of the all-Russian congress of soviets 
at Moscow to ratify the German peace 
terms, announced in press cables to- 
day, was reached after receipt of Pres- 
ident Wilson’s message to the Russian 


people assuring them that America 
would take the first opportunity to help 
them regain their complete sovereign- 
ty and independence. 

A message received at the state de- 
partment today from American Con- 
sul Summers at Moscow said the presi- 
dent’s message was delivered two days 
before the soviets met. Official ex- 
pression here today indicated that 
America and the allies expect the ac- 
tion of the congress to have little ai- 
rect bearing on the general Russian 
situation. t apparently was believea 
that chaotic conditions will continue in 
Russia for a long time to come even 
though the Germans make every effort 
to re-establish order and to re-organ- 
ize the country’s industrial and agri- 
cultural life. 

Officials here do not profess to know 
to what extent Germany plans to use 
her forces in policing the provinces 
Russia is compelled to relinquish or 
how much farther German troops may 
penetrate Russia itself. They were 
deeply interested in a dispatch from 
Moscow which asid that the Russian 
factions were declaring freely that 
peace will be temporary only and that 
Russia will gather herself together 
with a new sccialistic army to resist 
the Germans. 

The fact that only slightly more than 
half of the delegates expected to at- 
tend the congress were reported as vot- 
ing also caused comment. 

The attitude of the American govern- 
ment towards any German move to- 
wards a general peace at the expense 
of Russia is ectly in line with the 
expression of rd Robert Cecil in the 
house of commons today that even if 
such a proposal came from Germany it 
would not be considered. 

The president’s message when sent 
was regarded by officials here as the 
only move that could be made by the 
United States in the interest of the 
Russian people, although a short time 
ago Ambassador Francis, in a state- 
ment to the Russian public issued at 
Vologda, said that he had recommend- 
ed to/Washington recognition by the 
Unitéd States of any government the 
Russians might set up. To recognize

were to move to the east. The single 
line of railroad entering Viadivostok 
from Russia takes a circuitous route, 
and Japan with little difficulty could 
cut off communication at any point for 
miles along its course. .

Petrograd, March 15.—The Caucasus 


which it refuses to indorse the Brest- 
Litovsk peace treaty, which cedes Kars, 
Batoum and Ardahan to Turkey, and 
declares that F aang with Turkey can 
only be signed by the Caucasus gov- 
ernment, which has sent its own dele- 
gation to Trebizond to discuss peace.

Washington, March 15.—A_ general 
increase of about 15 per cent in com- 
modity rates was granted today by 
the interstate commerce commission 
to railroads east of the Mississippi 
and north of the Ohio and Potomac 
rivers, supplementing a similar in- 
crease allowed last June in class rates. 

The order applies only to articles 
shipped in large quantities, such as 
coal, brick, grain, foodstuffs, oil, stone, 
cement, lumber and other staple prod- 
ucts, shipped under the “commodity” 


Classification. The new rates will go 
into effect as soon as railroads file new 
tariffs, probably within a few weeks. 

he action will add about $58,000,000 
to revenue of the eastern roads, al- 
though it will not actually increase 
their earnings, since the sum will re- 
vert to the government in the system 
of common operaton ahd railroads will 
pay on the basis of a fixed compensa- 
tion outlined in the railroad bill just 
passed by congress. The railroad ad- 
ministration is not directly respon- 
sible for the resulting higher rates, 
action on which was taken by the 
commission on application of the roads 
six months ago. 

The increase does not affect terri- 

tory west of the Mississippi nor south- 
ern territory except for shipments 
originating in the east or destined to 
that district. 
' In general today’s order of the .com- 
mission allows increases averaging 15 
per cent in rates not raised by the 
commission’s decision last June 27 in 
the 15 per cent case, which had been 
pending for many months. The order 
then ,was estimated to imcrease the 
roads’ freight revenues a little more 
than 5 per cent and railroad men to- 
night figured. that the latest increases . 
would give eastern roads between 7 
and 10 per cent more. 

In addition to ordering the general 
increase in commodity rates, the com- 
mission took special action in a num- 
ber of ponding cases closely related 
to the 15 per cent case and considered 
in conjunction with it, increasing rates 
in most cases, 

--The commission ordered that in rais- 
ing the whole scheme of commodity 
rates, existing differentials or rela- 
tionship between cities or districts be
